NOTED PAINTER, 
IN SWEDEN 


H eM aides Portraits of 
Chicagoans. 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 22.— Andreas 
Zorn, the Swedish painter, died here 


today. He visited the United States | 


in 1911. Besidés his work as an artist, 
he was a contributor to the fund to en- 
able Swedish scientists to pursue their 
studies in the United States. 


PAINTED (CHICAGOANS. 

Zorn painted many portraits of 
Americans. Among the Chicagoans 
whose portraits he } painted were 
Charles Deering, Arthur Caton, and R. 
T. Crane. Former Presidents Roose- 
velt and Taft also sat for portraits by 
the noted artist, as did Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland. 

Zorn several years ago painted por- 

raits of United States Minister Ira 

elson Morris, Mrs. Morris, and their 
daughter, Constance. In these por- 
traits he employed for the first time 
a new style and tones, producing bril- 
liant, original effects, based on daring 
combinations of blacks and whites. 
The results he obtained in these por- 
traits created a furor in the Swedish 
academy and among painters every- 
where. 

In 1917, according to a TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent who was in Stockholm, 
Zorn was engaged on portraits of the 
Danish royal family, employing his 
new style—he called it the Morris 
tone. 

_ Millionaire Born a Peasant. 

Several years ago the painter, who 
was born a peasant and died a million- 
aire, gave land, buildings, and $50,600 
in cash for the establishment of a 
children’s home at Mora, in the prov- 
ince of Dalarne, Sweden, one of the 
most romantic portions of the country. 

It was in Mora that Zorn was born 
and spent the hard days that make up 
the life of a poor peasant boy. It was 
in Mora that Zorn had his chateau 
and beautiful woodland studio. 

Zorn never forgot the struggies of 
his boyhood. He recalled them fre- 
quently by princely gifts to child wel- 
fare projects, His chateau was packed 
with art treasures gathered from all 
parts of the world. 

A statue, erected by Zorn, nfarks the 
spot at Mora where Sweden’s liberator, 
Gustavus Vasa, aroused the peasants 
to a successful revolt against Danish 
tyranny.

Gov. Cox and his running mate, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, are working themselves up to im- 
passioned heights of.oratory upon the subject of 
how the predatory Wall street interests are pr-.- 
paring to buy the presidency for the Republican 
party and upset the federal reserve bank act. In 
view of this ‘ontention the New York Evening 
J 'ost’s announcement of “ cordial support” of the 
Pemocratic ticket must be more than an em- 
Parrassment to Gov. Cox. The Post is owned by 
ii0omas W. Lamont of the firm of J. P. Morgan 


Co. 


J. P, Morgan & Co. are probably the ghief ef our 
isternational bankers. They favor Cox because 
“ox favors the Wilson league, and the Wilson 
league is an international proposition which prom- 
lees profit to them. If J. P. Morgan & Co. are not 
representative of Wall street. we know of no firm 
which is. And yet Cox has the support of the 
firm’ s medium of publicity and public influence. 
We dopbt that he will be able to divert attention 
trom this fact by verbal attacks upon Wall street 
und the reported $15,000,000 or $30,000,000 Repub- 
can campaign fund. 

In the first place, the charges by Cox and Roose- 
Veit that the Republicans are planning to buy the 
presidency are merely charges. Will H. Hays has 
pointed out that Roosevelt's tale of a $30,000,000 
fund was admittedly based upon no better evidence 
than “an item” he had “read in a newspaper.” 
tie has pointed out that Cox's charge on the sub- 
ject is equally without proof. 


The idca of purchase of the presidency is so re- 


pulsive that it makes a ready weapon, and both 
Cox and Roosevelt are using it without substantia- 
tion. There can be no doubt that if they had proofs 
they would not hesitate to use them. They have 
none. On the contrary, the Republican campeign 
contributions are more decentralized than ever be- 
fore, with a limit of $1,000 for each contributor. 
Pians for this decentralization of giving were 
made more than a year azo. 

It is a popular fallacy to believe that all money 
Advertising, 
speakers’ expenses, postage, campaign literature, 
office expenses, and a score of other things which 
cost great sums of money in a national campaign 


. are all legitimate. Money for these uses goes to In- 


form, not to corrupt, the voter. Without its ex- 
penditure there could be no intelligent decision by 
the masses of voters. 

Any attempt to impress voters with an idea that 
all campaign expenditures are corrupt is itself cor- 
rupt. If campaign publicity and attendant outlay 
means corruption, what does the use of the vast 
organization which is now maintained by 
cratic federal patronage mean? ‘oes any ore doubt 
that there is a Democratic postmaster or other 
rederal job holder tn the United States who is not 
using both his time and his position to their limit 
to support the Democratic ticket? *

Perhaps the 
sharp turn in the tide of military fortune modified 
the original draft, but the bolshevik diplomacy 
has been abier and more discerning than that of 
their opponents and it is plausible that they re- 
frained from this extremity on grounds of ex- 
pediamr:y. 

The proposals seem tc us shrewd. They require 
a distribution of land, especially to soldiers and 
soldiers’ families. This may have been proposed 
for immediate effect on the Polish military morale, | 
but we think it has a better basis and one which 
American opinion would approve. If Poland be- 
comes a militarist oligarchic state it will be not 
only a bad neighbor but a mischievous member of 
ihe European family of nations, another firebrand 
in the powder magazine. But if the great estates 
are broken up and & large class of smali Jand- 
holders. is created, some form of democratic check 
will be the result, and this, from the Russian point 
to be desired.

The Kansas City Southern railroad asks that 
the government,.in fixing the amount of main- 
tenance funds to be paid the road under the gov- 
ernment’s guarantee, shall take into consideration 
*| the decreased efficiency per unit of labor as well as 
the increased cost per unit. In su rt of its con- 
tention that decreased labor efficiency plays a large 
part in the increased cost of maintenance the rail- 
road’s brief shows how one job of shop work which 
required 25 hours before United States control re- 


other job which formerly required 75 hours to com- 
plete required 104 hours under United States con- 
trol. Another job jumped from 92 to 130 hours, and 
still another from 137 to 192 hours. 

It is evident that if the wage per hour has dou- 
bled, as is approximately the case, while labor effi- 
ciency has decreased approximately 35 per cent, 
the increased cost of labor for a given job is far 
in excess of the 100 per cent actual wage 

to the workmen. It should be evident to the work- 
men that the public, which has indorsed and is will- 
ing to pay a wage increase comparable to the cost 
of living increase, will not be willing to go beyond 
that. If the workers want the support of public 
opinion they should give full value in productive 
effort for the new wage scale. 

» Those workers who have been urged to produce 
and who have found themselves out of a job, as in 
the case of the 40,000 American Woolen company’s 
employés, have a reasonable complaint. Their 
move for an investigation which shall reveal the 
true eauses of the shutdown will have popular 
support. Such a development is a blow to effective 
appeals for greater production and will require ex- 
pensive and harassing readjustment. But the situ- 
ation of the railroad workers is not the same. 
There is no-danger of overproduction of trans- 
portation. Good transportation develops business 
and means more transportation. This would even 
allow cheaper transportation and cheaper goods 
without loss of individual profits in the long run. 
The railroad workers will make their jobs more per- 
manent, not less so, by delivering a full day’s labor 
for a day’s pay. 

High production per unit of labor is the thing 
which has allowed America to compete successfully 
with Europe’s and the orient’s cheap labors If 
America’s production per unit of labor is seriously 
lowered over an extended period we shal! be un- 
able to compete. Lack of employment will result 
inevitably. In such case it will be general, nof 
isolated, as in the woolen business at present.

FREIGHT TRAIN DELAYS. 

Chicago, Aug. 18.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.}--I note in your edition of Aug. 18 
an editoria] entitled “The Immobile 
Freight Car.” It is very true that “ im- 
mobility " adds greatly to the present 
car shortage, but the length of time con- 
sumed in transporting freight trains 
from one division point to another is 4 
factor. Those who have been employed 
‘in the operating departments for 2 few 
years past have seen the time consumed 
by freight trains between division points 
increase from eight and ten hours to fif- 
teen and sixteen hours. -When these 
hours are added to the time of a train 
en route from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
coast it amounts to extra days. 

In the present day the railroads seem 
to bé in an effort to handle as many cars 
with one engine as will hold together, re- 
gardiess of damage to equipment and 
hours consumed. Long trains with load- 
ed and empty cars scattered throughout 


of hov careful and efficient the engine 
men might be. Damage to draft gears 
means idle days for repair. 

The railroad man in freight service has 


come to the conclusion that the rail- 
road managements seek to them to 
the limit of the sixteen hour law. Freight 


trains that are running iate and are 
given probably ten to fifteen minutes’ 
‘time on them when they are from thirty 
to forty-five minutes,late. If crews were 
given actual tint n is late they could 
probably advance n many miles closer 
to their division point. 

Meat, stock, fruit, and such commodi- 
ties were ot one time expedited. These 
trains were delivered from one division 
point to another in from five to seven 
hours. Today they take their tyrn 
among all other freight trains and from 
twelve to fourteen hours are consumed. 

Time consumed in transporting freight 
trains from one point to another not only 
helps to create a car shortage but is 
going to create a shortage of man power 
in the near future, as firemen will not 
remain in freight service when they are 
required to do two days’ work in one
